1s the firſt Cor poration in /reland, belore 
the Merroplis Dublin it ſelf : It being an 
Ancient Prerogative, when the Mayor of 
Tredagh is Choſen, to diſpatch a Horle- 
man with all dion: to the Lord 
Mayor and Court of Alderman then Af 
ſembled in the 7e/ſall, ro acquaint them 


that the Mayor of 7red:gh is Choſen, up- 


on which immediately he Lord Mayor 
of Dubl:y 15 Sworn the ſame day. 

It ſtands in the Province of 7/fer in the 
County of Loath, on the River of Boys, 
on the Mouth of the faid River running 
full on the Sea, and within twenty Miles 
of Dublin by Land : The Rver Boy dt- 
vides it as the Thames does Londen and 
Southwark, or as the Liffy does Oflnam 
Town and Dublin. It has over it a ſpactous 
Bridge with Nine Arches and Pillars, and

a very Commodious Haven, in which 
Ships of the greateil Burthen n ay ly at 
Anchor ; and Merchant-men of rwo or 
three hundred Tun fail up to the Key. 

[t tvok rhe name of Droghedah from 
the Briige, which (to the wonder of the 
Natives) was b.ult over the River.Drohed, 
in the Triſh Language ſignifying a Bridge 
or Paſſage over the Water, fince by the 
Engliih, Dredagh, now generally Tredagh. 

Itis a very Fair, Rich, and Pojltline 
City, famous for all ſorts of Commerce 
and Trajhick, both by Sea and Land : This 
is ev.dent by the richneſs of their Mer- 


are valued Twenty, ſome Thirty, ſome 
Forty thoufands pounds Sterlin. 

[t is ſtrongly Fortified as well by Art 
as Nature, having round it a ſtrong Wall 
of 6 Foor, in ſome Places 7 Foot deey, 
with a Baition at every Corner, Leſides 
ſeveral Terrets, or Towers, with ſmall 
Cannons mounted on the ſaid Towers, and 
two Deinijunes, or Hal- moons, on each 
{ide of the Town, on each of which, are 
planted Four Dem.c-jverins : And two 
Clat-forms to the Warer-ſide, with as 
many great Cannons. 

Wirhin the C:ircumference of this {pa- 
cious Vail ir has Six Gates, v2z.

There arc ſeveral other very large and 
ſpacious Streets, as Dear-ftrcer, on the 
Left-hand at the Upper-end of the great 
Street, where ſtands the 7e!/all, which 
iS an Ancient and Curious Strudure, the 
Seat of Judicature, and Place of their 
publick Atſemblies. 

Bridres-ftreet on the other-f'de the 
Bridge, upon which 1s built rhe Fown- 
Javl, called Guild hall, over the Boys, be- 
ſides 4//eys, Courts, and Lanes, 1nnumer- 
able. 

To paſs by Shop-ſtreet, which 1s the 
moſt eminent and remarkable tor Mer- 


chants, therc are two Famous Keys, Savi- 


ours and Merchants Key, upon which 1s 
builr the Ca/tom-houſe, the Burs, or Fx- 
cha#utZe. 

There were onee as many large Churches 
a$S Streets, moſt of which were Demo- 
liſhed in the time of the War - There yet 
remains the Famous Church of St. Peters, 
well beautitied and kept in its Primative 
iplendor ; and St. J-hn»s Church in St. 
Fohns Street, which are the only two 
Churches enciow'd, and a Chappel of Eaſe 
alloweci to St. Peters, tell St. Lawrance 
Church be built. There is likewiſe a 


large Convention or Meeting-houſe on CE 
viours Key. The Popiſh Chappe! 10 Weſt- 


ſtreet 1s pull'd down. 


Beſides what has been mention'd, there 
is yet one thing more remarkable called 
the #1711 Mount , which being in the Cen- 
tre of the Town, Commanding the Coun- 
trey 6. or 7. Miles reund every Way, fo 
that 1i this place were but welt Built and 
Fortified, it would make the Town Inac- 
cellable and almoſt !mpregniable : The 
Neglect of this Fortification gave O. Crom» 
well fuch ſpeely and caſy Acceſs into that 
Garrifon, wh reduced it in a weeks time, 
which the Wild Iriſh could hardly do in 
3. .F cars. - 

1 his ſuceſsfull Conqueror Marched out 
of Dublin with a Detatchment of 10000 
Choſca Men the zoth. of Augu/t, 1649* 
with a Train of Artillery and 4. Whole, 
and 5. Demy Cannnons, Sir. Gerrge Af- 
cough with his Fleet blocking them up 
by fea, He came bctore Droghedah, on the 
2d. of September. Where (without the 


Ceremonies of Drawing Lines, or Make- 


ing Trenches , the Uſual formalites of a 
Seige, he preſently planted a ſtrong Bat- 
tery, Which Quickly levelled the Steeple 
of a Church on the fouth-fide of the Town, 
and a Tower by it , which Battery cone 


triving (with the Fleet Blocking ther 


up by ſea) the gth. of the fame Month 
(which was within a weeks time) he be- 
came maſter of the place, having taken it 
by ſtorm, and pur all to the ſword, to the 
Number of above 3000. We doubt not 
but the ſame ſucceſs will attend the no leſs
